Response to Amendment 

1 . Acknowledgment is made that applicant's Amendment, filed on 09 August 2004, 
has been entered.

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Prior art fail to 
teach setting the attenuator to a maximum attenuation before applying a laser current to 
operate the laser module, since the prior art is silent as to the setting of the attenuator 
prior to the operation of the laser module. Prior art only teaches the adjustment of the 
attenuator upon operation of the laser module.
